Report  of  School  Directors. 


The  following  brief  report  is  respectfully  submitted. 
Schools  have  been  maintained  in  all  districts  except  Xo.  3. 
Districts  Xos.  4  and  5  have  been  consolidated,  two  terms 
being  taught  in  Xo.  5  and  one  in  Xo.  4.  We  attempted  to 
consolidate  Xos.  9  and  10  and  hired  Miss  Charlotte  Adams 
to  teach  and  transport  the  scholars  4:rom  Xo.  10  to  Xo.  9, 
but  after  teaching  eight  weeks  she  was  compelled  to  give 
up  the  school  on  account  of  poor  health,  and  being  unable 
to  get  the  scholars  transported  we  were  obliged  to  run 
schools  in  both  districts. 

The  tables  accompanying  this  report  show  the  expenses 
of  each  school  and  the  other  expenses  paid  by  the  school 
directors  the  past  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  schools  has  been  about 
the  same  as  last  year  per  school.  We  have  been  obliged  to 
have  one  more  school  this  year  than  last,  which  accounts 
for  increase  in  expenses. 

The  new  schoolhouse  orders  should  most  of  them  have 
been  drawn  last  year,  but  as  the  treasury  was  empty,  we 
put  off  drawing  the  orders  hoping  the  town  would  appro- 
priate more  money  to  meet  its  bills.  As  it  has  turned  out 
it  did  no  good  except  to  save  something  on  interest. 

We  have  drawn  the  past  year  104  orders,  amounting  to 
$2,364.63.  A  part  of  these  orders  are  for  the  current  ex- 
penses of  last  year,  the  remainder  will  be  found  in  the  ac- 
companying tables. 

The  new  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  compels  the 
maintaining  of  28  weeks  of  school  in  all  schools  maintained. 
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which  will  increase  the  expenses  of  the  schools  in  town  for 
the  next  year,  $100  or  more.  The  No.  5  schoolhouse  has 
got  to  have  extensive  repairs  the  coming  season.  No.  11 
will  have  to  have  some  repairs,  No.  8  needs  new  shingling, 
and  some  of  the  others  may  have  to  have  more  or  less  re- 
pairs. \

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School  Superintendent's  Report. 


In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  law  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  to  the  town. 

There  have  been  eleven  schools  in  session  in  town  the 
past  year,  three  of  twenty-eight  weeks,  seven  of  twenty-six 
and  one  of  eighteen  weeks,  with  an  attendance  of  151  dif- 
ferent pupils;  average  attendance  of  110  pupils. 

Five  of  the  schools  had  the  same  teachers  during  the 
school  year,  which  I  consider  a  great  advantage  to  the 
schools.  These  schools  are  better  classified  and  the  pupils 
have  made  a  greater  advancement  in  their  studies,  and  the 
pupils  and  parents  have  had  a  greater  interest,  thereby 
increasing  the  average  attendance.  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  same  teachers  should  not  be  retained  another  year. 

Non-attendance  of  the  public  schools  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  drawbacks  that  our  schools  have  to  contend  with 
and  yet  our  truancy  law  is  adequate,  but  fails  through  the 
negligence  of  the  officials. 

Patriotism  should  be  encouraged  in  all  of  our  public 
schools  and  the  good  work  of  unfurling  the  flag-  above 
them  should  go  on  until  the  stars  and  stripes  wave  over 
every  schoolhouse  in  town. 

There  has  been  commendable  success  in  the  study  of  the 
various  branches  pursued.  I  believe  there  has  been" care- 
ful and  accurate  teaching,  and  all  the  schools  have  shown 
an  excellent  degree  of  advancement. 

The  discipline  of  our  schools  has  been  very  good,  and 
we  feel  under  obligations  to  the  parents  who  have  so  gen- 
erally sustained  the  good  order  and  thorough  discipline  of 
the  schoolroom.

I  would  again  call  the  attention  of  parents  to  the  im- 
portant part  they  are  acting  in  relation  to  the  welfare  of 
our  schools.  It  is  in  their  power  to  greatly  help  all  our 
teachers  by  sympathy,  and  to  manifest  a  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion with  them  in  the  work  of  the  schoolroom. 

It  is  very  easy  to  criticise,  but  it  is  better  to  exercise  a 
helpful  feeling,  and  if  all  parents  would  seek  opportunities 
to  help  the  discipline  and  progress  of  the  schools  greater 
prosperity  would  reward  their  endeavors.

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School  Directors'  Report. 


The  School  Directors  of  the  town  of  Halifax 
respectfully  submit  the  following  brief  report  of  their 
work  in  conducting  the  schools  of  Halifax  the  past 
year : — 

There  have  been  nine  schools  maintained  of  twenty- 
eight  weeks  each  the  past  year,  at  a  cost  of  $1,863.66, 
and  with  few  exceptions,  taught  by  competent  and  suc- 
cessful teachers,  bringing  the  standard  of  our  schools 
fully  up  to  an  average  with  the  past. 

The  following  districts  were  consolidated,  making 
quite  a  saving  in  school  expenses  :  Districts  Nos.  4 
and  5,  Nos.  10,  1 )  and  Nos.  7  and  13.  Taking  into  con- 
sideration the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  consolida- 
tion should  be  adopted  as  far  as  practicable  the  coining 
year. 

Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  schoolhouses  in 
districts  No.  5,  8  and  11,  at  a  cost  of  $74.31  and  there 
remains  more  to  be  done  on  Nos.  5  and  8  the  coming- 
year  to  make  them  suitable  for  winter  terms  of  school. 
Only  wrhat  repairs  have  been  made  as  were  absolutely 
necessary,  but  we  deem  it  advisable  and  good  economy 
to  keep  the  school  buildings  from  running  down. 

Schoolbooks  and  school  supplies  have  been  fur- 
nished at  a  cost  of  $5  r  .22  and  comparatively  few  will 
be  needed  the  coming  year.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Jo  the  Board  of  School  Due  dors  and  Citizens  of  Halifax  : 
I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  condition  and 
progress  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year. 

There  have  been  nine  schools  of  twenty  eight  weeks 
each,  taught  by  sixteen  different  teachers.  Whole 
number  of  pupils,  136;  average  attendance,  98.  This 
is  a  loss  of  15  pupils  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  attendance  in  mo^t  of  the  schools  has  been 
good,  being  a  gain  over  last  year,  and  I  think  over  that 
of  any  previous  year  ;  but  there  is  still  plenty  of  room 
for  improvement  in  this  and  also  in  the  matter  of  pupils 
being  at  school  on  time.  Tardiness  is  altogether  too 
frequent,  and  usually  is  mostly  a  matter  of  indifference 
or  carelessness.  Unsteady  attendance  and  tardiness 
tend  more  toward  retarding  the  interest  in  school  work 
than  almost  anything  else.  I  think  it  might  be  well  to 
have  all  teachers  require  a  written  excuse. for  all  absences, 
especially  from  those  from  whom  the  law  requires  con- 
tinuous attendance  for  twenty  eight  weeks  each  year.  It 
should  be  considered  a  part  of  good  discipline  that  each 
pupil  understand  that  nothing  but  serious  illness  or  some 
unavoidable  circumstance  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for 
absence  from  school. 

No.  9  made  the  best  gain  in  attendance,  No.  2 
coming  second  and  No.  1 ,  third.  Every  school  except 
No.  6  either  made  a  gain,  or  at  least  held  its  own. 

I  have  made  twenty-two  visits  as  superintendent 
and  usually  have  found  teachers  and  pupils  doing  good 
work.  While  some  teachers  have  not  been  as  success- 
ful as  could  be  wished,  I  think  the  schools  have  been  at  least 
equal  to  those  of  any  previous  year  within  my  knowledge. 
Three  teachers  have  been  retained  in  the  same  schools 
during  the  year.  Without  reflecting  on  the  good  work 
done  by  other  teacher  in  their  schools,  I  think  it  would  be 
very  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  schools  if  the  same 
teachers  could  be  retained  in  Nos.  5,  6,  7,  9  and  10. 

Parents  fail  in  not  visiting  the  schools  more.  If 
they  would  only. visit  them  several  times  each  year  and 
endeavor  to  ascertain  just  how  and  what  their  children 
are  doing  I  think  there  would  be  found  more  to  com- 
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mend  and  much  less  to  criticise  in  their  schools  than 
there  now  is,  to  say  nothing  of  the  encouragement  it 
would  give  to  both  teacher  and  pupil. 

During  the  past  year  schools  No.  2,  4  and  5  and  6, 
have  unfurled  new  flags  and  it  is  hoped  that  others  will 
be  added  during  the  coming  year  until  each  school 
shall  have  the  stars  and  stripes  waving  above  it.  I  am 
glad  to  note  the  increased  interest  taken  by  the  schools 
in  Memorial  day  exercises. 

The  text-books,  generally,  have  been  well  cared  for 
and  are  in  good  condition  considering  the  length  of 
time  they  have  been  in  use.  This  is  especially  notic- 
able  with  the  books  in  No.  8.  When  the  free  text- 
book law  came  in  force  in  1895,  no  selection  was  made 
for  the  higher  grade  of  geographies  and  only  twelve 
new  books  were  purchased,  but  as  pupils  advanced  in 
that  study  the  need  of  more  books  became  imperative 
and  the  Board  selected  the  "Rand,  McNally  Grammar 
School  Geography"  in  the  place  of  the  one  in  use. 

I  was  not  in  favor  of  the  vertical  system  of  hand- 
writing, but  it  has  succeeded  beyond  my  expectations, 
and  teachers  and  pupils  have  taken  an  increased  inter- 
est in  writing  and  there  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  that  branch. 

In  several  schools  I  have  found  a  lack  of  slates 
and  I  think  it  might  be  well  for  the  town  to  furnish  a 
very  cheap  grade  of  paper  for  ciphering  and  other  num- 
ber-work ;  also  plain  paper  for  drawing  and  a  fair  qual- 
ity of  paper  for  language- work.  As  no  reading-book 
above  the  fourth  reader  has  yet  been  selected,  1  think 
it  would  be  best  to  furnish  a  few  fifth  readers  for  the 
more  advanced  pupils. 

The  law  of  the  state  requires  that  all  pupils  be  in 
structed  in  the  geography,  history  and  civil  government  of 
Vermont,  yet  I  find  such  instructi  on  almost  entirely  ab- 
sent in  nearly  all  the  schools,  although  each  school  is 
furnished  with  Conant's  Vermont,  for  that  purpose. 

During  the  year,  permits  were  granted  to  Miss 
Elizabeth  Halligan  of  Shelburne  Falls  and  Miss  Helen 
A.  Peterson  of  Colerain.  Respectfully,
